The Information director's chief complaint 
appears to be that correspondEnta ovcr- 
emphaslEo "the Impression that Washington 
Is necessarily a muddle of bickering and con- 
fusion," and underplay the genuine achieve- 
ments or the capital. Summaries ol his 
speech berorc the American Newspaper Qulld 
In Boston Indicate that he attributes the 
alleged supernulty ol criticism to partisan- 
ship. 

We thintc that If Mr. Davis were In position 
to omiUate Harun-al-Hnshld. who as we re- 
member used to circulate Incognito amongst 
his constituency to learn what they really 
were thinking, he would find that sohie ot 
the bitterest criticism of the Washington 
bureaucracy comes from men who would bum 
In boiling oil rather than have the world sup- 
pose that their fourth cousins ever voted any- 
thing except the Democratic ticket— straight. 

Moreover, we think that he would find that 
theso critics do nqt conceive of every employe 
on the federal payroll as a bureaucrat, but 
use the epithet to cover tha*t small but power- 
ful minority that has to brush red tape out 
of Its eyea to boo whQther it la time to trans- 
fer the dally nap from orilcc to home. 
, It is silly to charge Elmer Davla with base 
motives. ThD criticisms ho voiced were Ills 
sincere opinions or what would bo best for 
the country. But that docs not maico those 
particular opinions any more valid. 

The story of America's war achievements 
la blazoned across the pages of most news- 
papers every day. Mr. Davis, like the rest of 
us, reads the headlines of achievement stories 
and every last word of the criticism. He is 
very close to the administration ploturo. We 
believe he has lost, a Uttle, his perspective. 

Otherwise ho would be among the last to 
say what he is reported to have flaid In Boston.

had about 1S0,000 Japs In the Ha- 
waiian Islands Uiere has been no 
trouble with them since Pearl 
Harbor. 



There wa-i nothing to do but leave 
them In' the Islands, said he. be- 
cause we wouldn't spare the ship- 
ping to send them to the main- 
land, couldn't find the manpower 
(hlpplnj to replace Ihem wlUi 
Mian or Negro Americana from 
the states, and couldn't get along 
without their labor right where 
they were. So we led them where 
they were and up to now have 
- uide a go ot It. 

That, however, was n case of ne- 
ees.'ilty, whereas on the Paelllc coast 
It was physically possible lo gather 
up all tho Japs and move them 
back. Having dona this already with 
west cooil Japs, we could Im- 
'e tho situation by releasing 
those who seem to bo truslworthy 
and detaining tho rest under mili- 
tary guard tor the duration, pref- 
erably under conditions duplicating 
tho life ot American. British and 
Dutch civilians In Japanese hands. 

I don't know how anyone de- 
termines whether a Jap ot American 
birth U loyal to the United Btatea 
■ those who never saw Japan 
generally supposed to be the 
best for our purposes and almost 
all tha others are deeply suspected. 
However, I might mention, It only 
to heighten the confusion, that Mr. 
Waring, the commander ot tho 
American Legion, recently showed 
-le correspondence wllh the FBI 
■hich says the FBI does not Inves- 
tigate applicants tor release but 
only provides data on Individuals 
wllh police records. 

This contradicts what I was told by 
the superintendent at Escaton end 
tends to eonJIrm my opinion that, 
we are running this Interesting and 
Important actlvlly like a Hyde Park

Younger men have been 
anuffed out by the practice ot put- 
ting retired trade-union olficlalo. 
aged and broken down, Into parlia- 
ment is Labor part7 members. The 
same dearth of good leadership 
shows In the French altuatlon. 

It ts of vital Importance that a 
strong Prance be reconstituted. 
Britain must have the bulwark of a. 
friendly Prance on tho continent. 
That Is Britain's forward rone. She 
could not poMlbly oftord lo risk b 
hostile France across the channel 
moat. That accounts tor the British 
promptness In picking up De Qaulle 
and building him up as tha leader 
-' tha frea ivench. 

While oU acknowledge that De 
Oaulle more than anyone else out- 
side of France represents the flam- 
ing spirit of tree France, he certain- 
ly la a cantankerous customer to 
handle. As hu been often said, 
patriotism aloive la not enough. Dc 
Oaulle symbolizes the PTance that 
must come to life again, but It he 
Is going to hsro a part In tha pro- 
cess ba ' must work with others, 
which he thus for tws idiown no 
capsell? tor dbing; 



It It wcro possible to lum to otlier 
. leoders who are coming along, to 
bring up some one else, II would be 
wise to do so. Dc Oaulle has made 
so many enemies, has so Irritated 
his best friends, that It la question- 
able whether he could awing the Job 
now even it his every whim had 
been gronted. He and Olraud seem 
to have succeeded chiefly In cancel- 
ling each other out for the real task 
of leading France otter tlie defeat 
of Oermany. 

Meantime, the chlet hope lies not 
In prima donnas but In such prac- 
tical and skillful negoUatoro as Jean 
Monnet. who has ths conlldence ot 
the British as well as of tho Ameri- 
cans, When he was In Washington, 
as a member ot tho French purchas- 
ing mission and later with the Brit- 
ish supply council, Monnet won Ihe 
confidence of Americans and had 
the respect and contUonce ot the 
White House to a degree that makes 
him for mora useful than figures 
who live more In tha spotlight. 

Perhaps tha best bet would be lo 
lean on such good administrators as 
Monnet to cany on tha hard work 
ot holding French affairs together 
until Oermany Is defeated and tho 
people ot FVanca can have an op- 
portunity to Indicate their wishes. 
It would probably be better. Instead 
of trying to hava a national leader 
like De OauUe. to lean on able aec- 
ond-layer men tor tha tlma being. 
De Oaulle threatened (o go away 
aulklng to Bracravllle II his every 
demand was not met, and perhaps 
It would be better If he were al- 
lowed to do so. 

That, aa well as tha pUgbt of tha 
Labor party In Britain, and perhaps 
tha state 'of Americiin politics, 
especially on tha Democratic aide, 
suggests that the problem of new 
leadership Is common now to 
all tha democracies. Dlctatorshlpa 
frankl.v rest on tha leadership of one 
man. Democracies must hava a flow 
of leojlars. new shoots coming up. 
But Instead we see the field iMlni; 
left to old men who axe tired or who 
have dereloped temperamonta] limi- 
tations.
